~The president may suspend the con- 
struction of the new navy authorized by 
congress if convinced that world peace is 
assured. 

This is the burden of an ‘administration 
message to pacifists who qre alarmed by 
the provisions for a greater navy to which 
the president and the Democratic ma- 
jority in congress reluctantly assented 
under coercion by the Republicans and 
the public at large. 

The message is sent forth in the Demo- 
cratic bulletin issued by the Democratic 


national mittee with the approval ot 
the e den tion, tor the — ot 


Democratic newspapers. 
May Never Spend Money. 
It is entirely possible,” says the bul- 

letin, that much of the mo author- 

ized for naval enen may never be 
spent at all.“ 

Speaking of -the — appropriation 
bill, the bulletin says: 

„A noteworthy provision of this uni- 
versally approved measure lies in that 
paragraph which empowers the president 
to suspend construction of this colossal 
navy if an international agreement limit- 
ing armaments can be effected at the 
close of the present war.

ternational disputes, and wh.ch shal. 


render unnecessary the maintenance of 
competitive armaments, then and in that 
case such naval expenditurea as may bx 
inconsistent with the engagements made 
in the establishment of such tribunal or 
tribunals may be suspended when x 
ordered by the president of the United 
States.

The bulletin professes to explain how
